MAGNIFICENT CEREMONY 


King and Queen Prociaimed Emperor 
ard Empress of Indja—Emperor's 
Boon Is Announced—Gorgcous Dis- 
Play of Jewels and Robes of Ruling 
Princes, : 


Deihi, India, Dec, 12—K'ng George 
V. and his consort, Queen Mary, were 
today proclaimed Emperor and Em- 
press of India, The culminating act of 
the English monarch's accession to the 


"} throne of his vast Indian dominicns 


took place amid seenes which, for 
richness of color and magnificence ot 
Indian princes and the s mart uniforms 
surpassed in modern times, 

The crowning was fcllowed by an 
act of generosity on the King-Emper- 
or’s part, of which a slight hint had 
elready been given, The viceroy pro- 
“laimed that the King-Emperor was 
to donate a large sum of money to 
promete popular education, and that 
further handsome gifts would be 
mad, 

The huge amphitneatre which had 
beer erected in the:Durbar camp was 
thronged from an early hour, The 
bright tissue and sparkling gems of the 
Indian prines and the smart uniforms 
of soldiers contrasted strongly with 
the white dresses of the European la- 
dies and the sober garb of civilian of- 
ficials, 

Princes Screened From View, 

The great feudatory princes and rul- 
ers of India, with leading British offi- 
vials, occupied seats of honor near the 
pavilion located in the centre, screen- 
ed from the gaze of the curious by lat- 
tice framework, A number ct Na- 
haris and other Indian ladies of high 
rank occupied two sections of the 
front galleries. The interval of wait- 
ing was beguiied by the playing of 
military music. 

Soldiers played a large part in the 
Durbar and a guard of honor, compcs- 
ed of one hundred men, was drewn 
up before the central pavilion, Troops 
of the army surrounded the arena, 
companies of soldiers extending alcng 
the route of the roya! approach, 

Cheers heralded the arrival of a 
iittre bana of véterdns, survivors of the 
armies which had made the present 
Durbar possible. ‘The old fighters, in 
their weather-beaten uniforms, strove 
te keep up a show of military forma- 
tion as they marched to the privileged 
positions allotted them, but morally it 
was impossible, many of them limping 
to their seats. Almost' immediately 
the vice-regal procession came into 
view, escorted. by a: brilliantly unt- 
formed native bedyguard. The viceroy 
and Lady Harding sat in their state 
carriages, drawn by blooded horses, 
with out-riders uniformed in scarlet 
end gold.-Then the booming of an 
imperial salute announced the ap- 
proach of the Emperor and Empreas.

The royal carriage. drawn by four 
magnificent horses, was almoat hidden 
from view by the gaily caparisoned 
escort, The Emperor wore a robe of 
imperial purple, a surcot of purple 
with white satin breeches and silx 
stockings. He was decked with the 
ectors of the orders of the Garter and 
Star of India, aiso with the Star of 
the latter order. The imperial crown 
consisted of a band of diamonds atud- 
ded with emeralds, and gapphires with 
rubies in the centre, and a cap of pur- 
ple velvet turned up with ermine, 

The Queen-Empress’ dreags was of 
white satin, embroidered with a de- 
sigh of roses, thistles and shamrockr, 
with a border of lotus flowers. ‘The 
star of India was embroidered in front 
of her dress. Her Majesty's imperial 
robe. was purple velvet, trimmed with 
ermine and with a border of gold 
braid. She wore the orders of the 
Garter and the Star of India. Her 
ornaments were diamonds and emer- 
alds, necklace and brocches, Carriage 
after carriage, with members of the 
suite, followed the imperial pair, The 
guard presented arms and the bands 
burst into the National anthem, 

The combined processions proceeded 
slowly to the great central tent, where 
Their Majesties stocd to receive the 
homage and congratulations of the 
governor ruling princes and other re- 
presentatives of British India. When 
this gorgeously uniformed line had fil- 
ed past, the imperial and vice-regal 
parties appeared before the vast as- 
semblage in the Durbar amphitheatre. 
When they tock their seats on a crim- 
son dais the strains of the National 
anthem were heard and the people 
rose as one person and stood in pro- 
found silence. 

It was a pretty greup around the 
four thrones of the Emperor, the Em- 
press, the Viceroy and the vicerein, at 
the back of which the imperial and 
vice-regal staffs and Imperial Cadet 
corps, composed entirely of youthful 
princes and scions of princely famiiies, 
formedgin rank, The first forma! act 
of the éeremony was performed by the 
foreign secretary, who advanced to the 
dais and asked permission of the Em- 
peror to open the Durbar. At this 
signal a long roll from drums and a 
thrilling call from the bugles were 
sounded, followed by triumphal mustc 
from the bands. Then a note from 
the heralds’ silver trumpets rang over 
the plain, 

At that moment appeared the strik. 
ing figure of the Imperial Herald, 
mounted on a jet black charger, and 
blazing in his brilliant uniform of 
gold and purple. Behind him were a 
drummer and sixteen trumpeters, eight 
British and eight natives. Halting for 
an instant, they sounded another blast 
and then rode slowly towards the dais 
where they gave @ third call before 
saluting. 

The emperor then commanded the 
herald to read hig proclamation an- 
nouncing the coronation. The herald 
wheeled his charger around and read 
aloud so that aj!’ could hear,  tleat 
George had been ‘crowned King-Em- 
peror. The Royal standard was then 
unfurled from a flagstaff in the centre 
of the arena. ‘The National anthem 
Was played by the massed bands and 
as the last notes of music died away, 
101 guns boomed the tidings of thr 
vroclamation. Then along the never- 
ending line of infantry rattled out a 
continuous firing of blank cartridges 
The herald retired to the entrance of 
the arena, sounded a further flourish 
and the Emperor rose from his throne 
and bowed to all sides. As he sat 
down the herald called for three cheers 
for the Emperor and a mighty roar 
burst from over 100,000 throats. 


TO MAKE THE

RESPONSIBLE BODY 


Board of Trade Commitice Will Re- 
commend ‘That Amendment to Char- 
terBe Made Abrogating Supreme 
Power of Commissioners, ini Relation 
to Public Utilities, 


To abrogate the power of the city 
commissioners and place it in the 
hands of the council, with reference 
to control of all public utilities, is the 
recommendation of the committee ap- 
pointed by the Edmonton board of 
trade two or three weeks ago to take 
up the matter of amendments to the 
city charter, The report of the com- 
mittee, supplemented by a statement 
af William Short, explaining certain 
features of the proposed changes, pre- 
cipitated a lively discussion and a 
variety of motions, at a mveting of 
the board this afternoon, The board 
finally decided to call a special meet- 
ing for Saturday night, when the 
question will be further considered. 

Mr. Short said the committee be- 
lieved thai the city council should 
have the power to discharge commeis- 
sioners without cause, which is not the 
case at present, and make the council 
fully responsible for the conduct of 
municipal affairs. This, it was urgede 
would bring more stability to the city 
government, 

Mayor Armstrong suggested that the 
committee go into the subject with the 
eity council, where he thought all the 
desired informaticn could be secured. 
He informed the board] that a bill 
would be introduced in the provincial 
legislature embodying the ideas 
brought out at a recent meeting of 
Alberta mayors with Attorney Genera) 
Mitchell, The bill would not only 
change the charter. af Edmonton, but 
of every other city in the province. 
The mayor quoted Premier Sifton as 
Saying this morning that the legts- 

lature would probably adjourn one 
week from Thursday. If a bill was 
to be introduced before that time, 
Mayca Armstrong said it would be 
necessary to lose as little time as pos- 
jsible in preparing one. He closed by 
expressing his willingness to call a 
special meeting of the city council to 
fake up the matter with the board of 
trade.
